The  past  season  has  brought  to  our  gardens  many  new  varieties  of 
gladiolus,  and  we  are  happy  to  offer  the  best  of  them  for  your  approval. 

Each  and  every  glad,  in  this  list  has  some  quality  all  its  own.  We 
describe  them  to  the  best  of  our  ability,  but  do  not  try  to  tell  you  exactly 
how  tall  they  are  or  how  large  the  flowers;  neither  do  we  give  you  the 
exact  blooming  date,  knowing  too  well  that  many  unavoidable  conditions 
and  influences  concur  to  upset  our  calculations. 

One  of  the  best  articles  on  timing  the  blooms  occurs  in  the  April,  1930, 
issue  of  the  “Gladiolus  Review,”  which  .may  be  had  by  sending  15  cents 
to  Roscoe  Huff,  Secretary  of  the  American  Gladiolus  Society,  Goshen, 
Indiana. 

Better  still,  if  you  are  not  a  member,  send  $2  to  Mr.  Huff  for  a  mem¬ 
bership  to  the  A.  G.  S.,  and  receive  the  “Gladiolus  Review”  every  month. 

In  the  pages  of  this  interesting  magazine  you  will  find  more  informa¬ 
tion  about  glads,  than  can  be  included  into  a  hundred  catalogues. 

Among  the  varieties  listed  for  the  first  time  we  find  Lighthouse,  Paisley, 
Roi  Albert  and  Salbach’s  Orchid  quite  outstanding.  Lighthouse  (Aus¬ 
tralian),  Paisley  (American),  and  Roi  Albert  (French),  belong  to  the 
“unusual”  color  class.  Lighthouse  is  quite  different  from  anything  else, 
the  steel  blue  flakes  on  the  flame  color  making  a  combination  that  must  be 
seen.  Paisley  is  a  lovely  thing  and  does  remind  one  of  a  Paisley  shawl. 
Roi  Albert  has  some  of  the  coloring  of  Marmora,  but  yet  different.  To 
the  feminine  half  of  this  firm  it  brings  to  mipd  an  old  time  changeable  silk 
dress,  with  velvet  trimming  and  a  touch  of  cream  lace. 

Salbach’s  Orchid  is  a  lovely  shade  of  orchid  pink,  and  promises  to  be 
just  as  popular  as  Minuet,  which  it  resembles  greatly  except  for  the  color. 

In  the  new  lavenders  we  have  Amethyst,  Berty  Snow,  the  huge  Jubilee, 
all  good  and  each  one  different,  but  we  do  not  feel  that  Minuet  has  lost 
its  supremacy. 

Adelfa  is  the  new  name  of  our  Conchita;  we  hated  to  change  her  name, 
but  some  one  had  it  registered  ahead  of  us.  Adelfa  is  a  lovely  flower  and 
much  admired.  Georgette  is  proving  good  either  fh  the  garden  or  the  vase, 
the  lovely  color  does  not  flake  in  the  hot  sun  and  it  is  a  good  keeper. 

Of  our  own  1931  introductions  our  favorites  are  Amador,  Tennyson 
and  Rosado  in  the  order  named,  but  we  would  not  do  without  Rosedale 
or  Golden  Feather,  or  the  dainty  Pajarito,  or  the  tall  Eiffel  Tower,  and 
we  do  not  know  of  a  white  prim  as  dainty  and  pure  as  our  own  Alabaster. 

To  a  great  extent  we  judge  of  the  popularity  of  a  variety  by  the  orders 
and  inquiries  we  receive  early  in  the  season.  So  far  this  season  Minuet, 
Marmora,  Betty  Nuthall,  Pearl  of  California,  Loyalty,  Mrs.  Calvin  Coolidge, 
Mrs.  S.  A.  Errey  and  Veilchenblau  are  way  ahead.  Mother  Machree,  with 
the  new  low  prices,  is  also  in  great  demand. 

The  so-called  standard  varieties,  which  are  simply  the  varieties  that 
have  stood  the  test  of  time,  are  all  inexpensive  and  can  be  planted  exten¬ 
sively  for  the  cutting  garden.  Plant  generously  of  these  and  also  of  the 
mixtures  and  have  a  plentiful  supply  of  the  best  cut  flowers  for  home 
decoration. 

The  primulinus  hybrids  especially  lend  themselves  to  table  decorations 
and  are  invaluable  for  bowls  and  corsage  bouquets.  We  offer  you,  under 
name,  some  of  the  very  best  primulinus  hybrids  on  the  market,  and  our 
mixture  is  composed  of  the  best  of  the  older  named  varieties. 

The  high  grade  mixtures  are  unexecelled  for  the  guest  garden,  for

Commercially  the  Gladiolus  is  divided  into  six  sizes:  No.  1  is  over 
1V2  inches  in  diameter;  No.  2  is  144- 1^4;  No.  3  is  1-144;  No.  4  is  %  to  1; 

No.  5  is  No.  6  to  below  Y  inch.  For  retail  trade  Nos.  1  and  2  are 

called  large  by  most  growers  and  No.  3  medium.  These  are  my  sizes.  But 
a  few  growers  call  No.  3  large  and  Nos.  4  and  5  medium.  Such  growers 
can  make  very  low  prices.  Be  sure  what  size  the  grower  is  offering  for 
the  money. 

Send  us  your  order  early,  the  stock  of  some  of  the  best  varieties  is  very 
limited.  If  out  of  a  certain  variety  we  will  not  substitute  unless  asked  to 
do  so,  but  we  will,  when  out  of  large  bulbs,  fill  your  order  with  double  the 
amount  in  smaller  size  of  same  variety.

We  are  offering  for  the  first  time  a  small  collection  of  new  gladiolus 
embracing  all  types  and  quite  a  range  of  colors. 

All  size  bulbs  at  the  same  price  and  as  the  stocks  are  limited  we  do 
not  offer  bulblets  this  season. 

Amador.  Deep  scarlet  red  with  carmine  throat  markings.  The  flowers 
are  large  and  well  opened,  petals  slightly  reflexed.  Five  or  more  flow¬ 
ers  open  at  same  time,  good  form  and  perfect  placement  on  a  medium 
height  spike.  A  really  good  flower  with  a  wonderful  color. 

Bulbs,  any  size,  each  $10.00. 

Alabaster.  A  pure  white  primulinus  hybrid.  When  we  say  pure  white, 
we  mean  pure  white;  even  the  pollen  is  white,  although  the  anthers 
are  pale  lavender.  And  the  flowers  open  to  the  very  tip,  either  in  the 
garden  or  vase,  as  pure  as  the  proverbial  driven  snow.  20  buds  to  the 
spike,  six  to  eight  open  at  the  same  time,  good  form  and  placement 
Plant  medium  height,  foliage  rather  light. 

Bulbs,  any  size,  each  $3.00. 

Eiffel  Tower.  One  of  the  constant  visitors  to  our  gardens,  on  seeing  this 
in  bloom  for  the  first  time  said  that  it  was  a  regular  tower  and,  as  the 
coloring  somewhat  reminds  one  of  the  famous  French  tower,  we  think 
the  name  is  most  fitting.  The  color  is  jasper  red,  striped  and  mottled 
acajou  red,  faint  line  of  yellow  on  lower  petals.  20-22  buds  to  the 
spike,  six  to  eight  open  at  the  same  time.  Flowers  4-5  inches  somewhat 
winged,  well  placed  on  the  stem.  Plant  very  tall,  frequently  measuring 
six  feet  six  inches  or  more  from  large  bulbs,  and  small  bulbs  bloom 
very  readily. 

Bulbs,  any  size,  each  $5.00. 

Golden  Feather.  Won  first  as  primulinus  hybrid  seedling  at  the  East  Bay 
Gladiolus  Show.  A  rich  scarlet  red  color  with  a  golden  feather  on 
lower  petals.  The  form  of  flower  is  good  and  placement  perfect.  16 
or  more  buds  to  the  main  spike,  four  of  them  open  at  the  same  time. 
The  plant  is  low  growing,  the  spreading  foliage  permitting  to  cut 
spike  almost  to  the  ground.  Large  bulbs  of  this  variety  not  only  give 
two  or  three  spikes,  but  they  are  a  fine  example  of  the  cut  and  come 
again  type,  giving  three  or  four  later  spikes  which  can  be  cut  with  20 
inch  stems  below  the  first  floret. 

Bulbs,  any  size,  each  $3.00. 

Pajarito.  A  Laciniated  flower.  Scarlet  red,  mottled  deeper,  cream  mark¬ 
ings  in  the  throat.  Long  pointed  petals  much  twisted  and  evenly 
laciniated.  Flowers  winged,  5  inches  from  tip  to  tip.  Plant  medium 
to  short.  An  unusually  attractive  flower. 

Bulbs,  any  size,  $5.00. 

Rosado.  Begonia  rose  with  deeper  stripes,  large  white  blotch  on  lower 
petals,  22-24  buds  to  the  spike,  seven  open  at  the  same  time.  Large 
flowers  perfectly  placed  on  tall  slender  spike.  A  most  fresh,  sparkling 
color. 

Bulbs,  any  size,  $5.00. 

Rosedale.  A  peach  red  flower  with  a  small  darker  feather  on  lower  petal 
20  buds  to  the  spike,  six  or  more  open  at  the  same  time.  Round  petals 
reflexed  like  rose  petals,  flower  opens  like  a  rose  bud.  Tall  branched 
spike  giving  a  long  season  of  bloom. 

Bulbs,  any  size,  $5.00. 

Tennyson.  A  Nopal  red  flower  with  ox  blood  red  stripes  and  a  pointed 
cream  blotch  in  throat.  22-24  buds  to  the  spike,  six  to  eight  open  at 
the  same  time  and  perfectly  placed  on  tall  straight  spike.  One  of  those 
rich,  velvety  colorings  that  would  remind  you  of  fine  tapestry.  Won 
first  prize  as  red  seedling  at  East  Bay  Gladiolus  Society  show  in  1930. 
Bulbs,  any  size,  $10.00.

The  upper  half  of  the  flower  is  light 
Venetian  pink,  lower  petals  cream, 
bordered  Venetian  pink.  18  florets 
to  the  main  spike  and  about  the  same 
amount  on  laterals,  6-7  medium  size 
flowers  open  at  the  same  time  and 
well  placed.  Just  enough  Prim,  blood 
in  it  to  make  it  graceful.  Vigorous 
grower  and  good  propagator.

Apricot  Glow  (Palmer).  Soft  Apricot  buff.  An  exquisite  new  prim  with  an 
open  face.

A 
most  unusual  and  fascinating  flower.

Irises  should  be  planted  shallow,  the  rhizomes  or  fleshy  part  of  the  root 
should  be) just  under  the  surface  of  the  ground. 

If  your  location  is  a  low  spot  where  the  water  will  stand,  it  is  advisable  to 
make  raised  beds,  so  that  the  water  can  not  stand  around  the  roots.  Good  drain¬ 
age  is  necessary.  If  the  soil  is  sour,  an  application  of  hydrated  lime  is  advisable. 
Never  use  manure. 

We  strongly  advise  plant¬ 
ing  in  July  and  August,  the  plants  are  not  then  as  large  or  well  developed  as 
they  are  in  the  Fall,  but  it  is  to  your  advantage  to  have  the  [plants  make  their 
growth  in  your  garden  rather  than  our  own.
